GBANTHUCKO, WIB., May 17.—The log

Island remains unbroken, and it is hourly 
getting stronger and moro difficult to 
handle. It now contains two-thirds o 
the cut made last winter on the St. Croix 
and tributaries, over 200,000,000 feet 
There are hundreds of men at work en it 
and as yet no haul has been made. 
The 


jam ia over eight miles long and piled uj 
in all shapes. It is tbe worst ever known 
in the Northwest. With a good stage o 
water a haul is looked for in a day or two 
but it is more than likely they will jam 
again lit Thousand Island, n half mill 
below. As the distance is so short thi 
logs will not have water enough to 
spiead. 


The Travelers' Bill. 


The bill favorably reported to tho 


house on the subject of granting lailroiu 
privileges to commercial tiavelers is om 
ot maoh importance to manufacturers 
and wholesale houses nnd also to trades 
men in general. It provides in a genera 
way that the inter-state commerce law 
ahull not be construed so as to prevent 
any railroad corporation from giving re 
duced rates to the traveling salesmen 
and permitting them to carry baggage 
in excess of the amount allowed the ordi 
nary passenger. Tho railroads are will 
ing to make these concessions if congress 
will authorize them. They recognize tbi 
fact that H largo proportion ot their 
freight truffle is dimotly attributable t 
the efforts of iho men who are asking for 
tho passage ot the bill, bnt they do no 
dare reduce the rates so lung as tbe pres- 
ent law stands. The objection that dis- 
crimination should not be made in favor 
of any one class, as here proposed, may 
be answered by citing the fact that this 
particular class does more traveling ttai 
any other in the oonntry, and that it 
traveling is a necessnry feature of its 
business. It ia not trying to secure any 
advantage over others, strictly speaking 
but is only trying to secure the. consider- 
ation that is due to it because of the 
special conditions under which its travel- 
ing is done, arid the special relation that 
its work bears to the transportation sys- 
tem.

UNIQUH DISTINCTION. 


David Misenthaler was tbe Only 


Man Ever Killed by a Meteor. 


To tbe writer's certain knowledge there 


ia but one case on record where a human 
being has been killed by an aerolite or 
fall ot meteoric atone. The fatality men- 
tioned iu the Philadelphia Press ooonmd 
in Whetstone township, Crawford county 
Obio, in 1875, and ia recorded in the 
Bnoyrna Journal aa follows: 


"As David Hisenthaler, the famous 


stockman of Whetstone township, wag 
driving bis cows to the barn about day- 
light this morning, he WBB struck by an 
aerolite and instantly killed. It uppears 
us if the atone had oome down from a 
direction a little weat of south, striking 
the man just nnder or on the righl 
shoulder, passing obliquely through him 
from the right shoulder to just above tbe 
left hip, burying the greater portion ot 
his body under itself in tbe soft earth. 
The stone is about tbe size of a wooden 
water bucket, and appears to be com- 
posed of pyrites of iron."
